Elba offi- 
cials have bucked paying the monthly premiums 
because they contend ther were pressured into 
making the agreement. 

last summer this same situation arose. The Board 
of Wdueation, acting under recommendations from the 
State Department of Hducation, told city officials the 
county board would pay off the bonds, But in order to 


alloted Elba schools. The equivalent of two teachers’ 
salaries would be needed to take care of the obligation. 
There is no reason to believe their attitude has 
changed in the past few months. If the Board is 
forced to meet payments on the bonds, they will 
reach into Elba’s allotments. From their point of 
| view, it would be unfair to use money from any 
other school to meet Elba’'s obligations. 

In the entire dispute one factor stands out. That 
| is the students attending school now should not be 
penalized because of disagreements or misunderstand-

It is up to city officials to salvage the best 
agreement possible out of the situation and then 
stick by their word so that the same mess won't 
be coming to the fore year after year.
